L«ona Yung, a 20-year-old epi 


leptic patient at the Dixon State 
hospital, who ran away from the 
institution on April 7, was found 
dead yesterday afternoon in a

Put Crime Overlords iii Limelight 


In the coming months this country will have an unusual 


chance to deal smashing blows against organized crime. Both 
congress and the justice department have plans underway 
which could produce excellent results—-if properly executed. 


The senate has created a special crime investigating 


committee and given it 5150,000 to work with. Senator Ke- 
fauver, Tennessee Democrat. iB the chairman. 


At the same time, the justice department has begun a 


comprehensive inventory of 150 leading underworld figures 
"in the United States. It has asked all U. S. attorneys to 
Bupplv full information at their command on the activities of 
these individuals. Department officials will co-ordinate the 
information in Washington. 


The inventory may be a prelude to £he most sweeping 


prosecution of racketeers since the late 1920's and early 
1930's, when Al Capone and many another prohibition gang- 
ster were put behind bars. 


The pattern of crime has altered greatly since those 


days. Now the obviously phony front common in that period 
is considered amateurish. 
Leaders in gambling, vice and 


racketeering engage in many legitimate businesses, tangling 
them so cleverly with their illicit activities that it's hard to 
draw the line. 


They hire able lawyers, try to keep within the law and. 


for the most part, manage to stay out of jail. 


No one. not even our beat crime experts, is sure how 


broadly these groups are organized, though many believe 
powerful national syndicates exist. Nor has anyone ex- 
plored with painstaking thoroughness the role organized 
crime plays in American politics. 


That's the opportunity beckoning both to the senate 


committee and the justice department: to mark out the real 
boundaries of U. S. crime and determine its true links with 
oar political life. 


Tbe Job in the senate calls for able, earnest leadership. 


It will be impossible to keep politics out of it. But perhaps 
w« can hope at least that political angles will not be over- 
•tresjwd. No party and no individual should be spared in 
(•crating out the truth, whether in California, Louisiana or 
President Truman's home state of Missouri. 


. The justice department may assist the committee by turn- 
ing OTBT some of its findings on the 150 racketeers, if that 
won't hamper possible prosecution. 


Abore all, the glare of publicity should be thrown upon 


th«*r men and their many underlings. A Communist often 
finds publicity to his advantage: a criminal never does.

The 100-d»y Chrysler strike was the second longest and 


coarliest in the history of the motor industry. Only the 113 
day General Motors' walkout of 1945-46 exceeded it. 


Altogether this recent stoppage coat the Chrysler Cor 


por&Uon, it* worker*, dealers and suppliers (including their. 
employe*) an estimated $1,383.720,880. The 89.000 Chrysler 
hand* lost a little lean than SlOOO each in wages. 


If one accepted the union's claim that contract benefits 


gained amount to 10 cents per hour for each worker, it 
would take five years to make up the lost pay. 


Any strike, of course, is economicaUy wasteful. That's 


recognized on all sides. But the strike is nevertheless ac- 
cepted as a legitimate labor weapon, a last resort, in dealings 
with management. 


In other words, we Americans say that, regardless of its 


WABtefulness. the strike must be allowed as labor's strongest 
protest against unsatisfactory working conditions. 


Yet, because a strike is so costly, we the public are like- 


ly to be critical of any walkout which might have been 
averted or possibly shortened. 


And. examining the causes and results of the Chrysler 


strike, one may reasonably question whether any real pur- 
pose was served by so long a walkout. 


The major difference behind the strike was the United 


Automobile Workers' insistence that company-paid. SlOO-a- 
month pensions—already agreed to by the" company—be 
paid on a cents-per-hour basis. The firm argues that this 
wasn't necessary, that it could be trusted to set aside ade-
